The Minister of Russia Passes Away Kather 
Suddenly. 

New Yorx, May 16.—Allen Thorndyke 
Rice, the newly appointed minister to Russia, 
diced suddenly this morning at the Fifth- 
avenue hotel, where he wasa guest. Mf, Kice 
had been suffering from throat affection fora 
few days past. but was not supposed to be in 
any danger, He intended tosailfor Europe 
yesterday on the Inman line steamer City of 
Paris, but was compelled to delay his depar- 
ture, owing to his sickness, 

Mr. Rice G@ied at half-past three o’clock this 
morning. ‘There were with him at the time of 
his death James Sargent, his valet of twenty 
years’ standing: Henry Crisp, an experienced 
nurse; Dr. Goldthwaite, of the Fifth-avenue

ance upon him for some time past. Dr. F: 
gives the following history of the case: 

Mr. Rice has been ill during the entire 
spring, having becn generally 

RUN DOWN FROM OVERWORK 

in preparing to go abroad. He took to his bed 
three or four days ago, suffering from tonsilitis. 
liis tonsils had formerly given him consider- 
able trouble and had been clipped. There was 
a certain amount of ulceration apparent with 
svinptoms of quinsy. The case has not been 
considered dangerous, however, cven up to 11 
o’clock last night. Monday was his worst dry, 
On Tuesday night the abscess}, began to cis- 
charge and he felt a great deal of relief. ‘The 
patient’s temperature fell and his condition 
appeared to be favorable. Tle had also a good 
appctite. 

Dr. Fuller adds that Mr. Rice’s nurse was 
an experienced one and all was done for the 
sick man that was possible. The nurse says 
that at 1 o’clock this morning when he and the 
valet were with him Mr. Rice expectorated 
some phlegm, or pus, felt greatly relieved and 
went tosleep, About 2 o'clock the nurse en 
deavored to awake him to allow more phiegm 
to be discharged, but 

WAS UNABLE TO AWAKE HIM. 

Sergeant, the valet, made all haste to Dr. 
Fuller, and Dr. Goldthwaite was also sum- 
moned. The latter reached the sickroom first 
and tried in vain toaweken tlie patient. When 
Dr. Fuller arrived they united their efforts, 
withthe same result. Mr. Rice died within 
ten minutes later. Dr. Fuiler says the glottis 
ewelled suddeniy ard shut oft the breath. 
Such cases are of very rare occurrence, and 
this instance was unloaked for, though every 
precaution bad been taken. Mr. Rice's Ing- 
gage had partly been sent abroad. Dr. Iul- 
ler had expected lie would be able to sail on 
Saturday. 


FOUNDEERED AT SEA. 


Wreck of the Steamer Alaskan Off Cape 
Bianco 

PORTLAND, Ore., May 16.--The steamship 
Coluinbia, which has just arrived at Astoria, 
bound from San Francisco to Portland, reports 
the loss of the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
company’s magnificent side-wheel iron steamer 
Alaskan, Which foundered at sea off Cape 
Blanco Monday, May 18th, while on her way 
from Portland to San Francisco. Only meagre 
particulars have becn received yet. The 
Alaskan left port on last Saturday, May ith 
bound for San Francisco, where she was to go 
on the dry dock for some repairs, preparatory 
to being placed on the Vuget Sound route. It 
is supposed that she must have encountered a 
very severe gale whileon her way down the 
coast. The steamer fortunately carried no 
passengers, having on board only her officers 
and crew when she went down. Cape Blanco 
is 400 miles south of the mouth of Coluinbia 
river. Lhe Columbia, which was coming up 
tho coast, picked up the captain and mate and 
eleven of the crew, and brought them to 
Astoria. Five men are reported drowned. 
Two boats containing the remainder of tbe 
crew have not yet been heard froim.. 

THE CONFEDERATE MONUMENT 
Which Was Unveiled Yesterday in Nash- 
ville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 16.—[Special.]— 
The largest crowd that ever gathered in Mount 
Olivet cemetery was attracted there today by 
the ceremonies incident to the unveiling of the 
beautiful monument erected over the confed- 
erate dead by loving comrades. The Confed- 
erate Monumental association was organized 
about two vears ago for the avowed purpose ol 
erecting this monument, and it was today un- 
veiled in the presence of about eight thousand 
people. Old soldiers to the number of one 
thousand, from all over the state, were present. 

Previous to the ceremonies 

THE GRAVES OF THE DEAD 
were decorated with flowers by the ladies. 
Colonel George B, Gould, i few well chosen 
words, madethe speech [mally dedicating 
he monument to the fallen heroes of the 
south, and Dr. é.. McMurry, a one-armed con- 
federate, responded on behalf of the dead, 

Hon. John Overton, president of the asso- 
ciation, then introduced 
WILLIAM C. P. BRECKINRIDGE, OF KENTUCKY, 
who made the oration of the day. The elo- 
quent Kentuckian was at his best, and his 
lengthy address was listened to with the closest 
attention, his hearers often being -affected to 
tears. The band played” “Dixie” and the 
‘Bonnie Blue Flag,’’ and both were received 
with ghe wildest cheers. The monument was 
then unveiled by Misses Medora and Alice 
(‘heatham, daughters of the late Lb. F’. 
Cheatham, the noted confederate general, 

THE BASE OF THE MONUMENT 
is fifteen feet square, and is composed of four 
blocks of different sizes. Then comes a die, 
on which the shaft rests. ‘The shaft is sur- 
mounted by the figure of a confederate soldier 
of white Carrara marble. - ‘This was carved in 
ltaly, and weighs nearly 4,000 pounds. The 
statue is nine feet high, and stands on a granite 
pedestal, and with overcoat on proms 
thrown back, @xposing belt, cartridge box, 
bayonet and canteen. His gun is grounded. 
The soldier wears a soft felt hat, well thrown 
back, and the countenance and general ap- 
pearance of the statue is that of a typical 
confederate svuldier. Around the

WHICH CAUSES A LIVELY DISCUSSION 


In the Southern Generai Assembly of Pree- 
byterians, in Session at Chattanooga, 
and the Dector Withdraws. 


CHATTANOOGA, May 15.—The southern gen- 
oral assembly of the Presbyterian church met 
in this city, the session being formally opened 
by a sermon preached by Rev. Dr. Bullock, of 
Vvashington, D. C., the retiring modérator. 
At the close of the sermon, which was a 
powerlul one, a business assemblage was 
Cali,.e@a. 

The first order.of business was announced to 
be the election of a moderator. The following 
were put in nomination: Rey. Dr. J. G. 
fiill, of Fayetteville, N..C.; Rev. Dr, G. D. 
Armstrong, of Norfolk, Va., and the Rev. Dr. 
J. G. Woodrow, of Columbia, 5. C. 

On motion the election was postponed until 
the afternoon session, which convened at 3 
o'clock, 

On reassembling in the afternoon, Mr. James 
Lyons, commissioner to the assembly from 
Richmond, Va., arose and objected to the 
nomination of Mr. Woodrow, giving as a rea- 
son that he had not submitted tothe judgment 
of the last general assembly with regard to 

THE THEORY OF EVOLUTION, 
which he continued to teach in his college, 
and that he had in an editorial article criticised 
the action of that assembly. 

Dr. Woodrow arose excitedly and said: 

“T pronounce that statement wholly in- 
correct.”’ 

This raised a fintter of excitement, but it 
was quietly quelled by the moderator. 

Mr. Lyons resumed the floor and read sev- 
eral articles from Dr. Woodrow’s paper, all of 
which seemed to be communications, but for 
which he asserted that Dr. Woodrow was _ res- 
ponsible as editor. These articles were rather 
severe on the conduct of the last general 
assembly. 

When Mr. Lyons had taken his seat Dr. 
Woodrow arose and withdrew his name as 
a candidate for moderator, and repelled the 
charge of insubordination. He said he was 
under an obligation to submit, and did submit 
io the judgment of the assembly so far as the 
discipline of the church went and so far as the 
Word of God required him, . ‘But,’ said he, 
‘every man has 

A RIGHT TO JUDGE FOR\HIMSELF, 
whether a decision is in agreement with thé 
constitution of the™church and the word of 
God.”” As to part of the judgment of the as- 
sembly he had fully submitted; as to another 
part he believed it to be inconsistent with the 
constitution of the church, and he wé&s not 
obliged to be leyal to anything, whatever, in- 
consistent with that constitution {and the di- 
vine word. He returned thanks for the good 
intention of those putting his name in nomi- 
nation, which was made without his knowledge 
or consent, and for the pleasant things said of 
him by those who had proposed hii. 

Mr. Lyons began to reply in justification of 
his statement, but was ruled out of order by 
the moderator and the matter stopped. 

All the other candidates theu withdrew, and

The Sioux Wish to Sell, 

CurcaGco, May 16.—A dispatch from Yank- 
ton, Dak., says that a dispatch received there 
last night from Yankton, Indian agency, states 
that the Sioux Indians at that place are pre- 
paring to negotiate with the government for 
the sale of about seven townships of the north- 
ern part of their reservation. Engineers are 
now at work surveying the agency and the In- 
dians are selecting their land in severalty.

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| MURDER IN A COURTROOM.

Jim Turner, a Ward Politician, Murders 
Tom Holton. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 16.—[{Special.]— 
Rue Deaderick, figured today as the center of 
a terrible crime. 

The keen report of a pistol shot was heard 
in Justice Brown’s office, and in an ineredi- 
bly shorttime the street was blocked with ex- 
cited people, who excitedly passed the report 
from one toanother: “Jim Turner has killed 
Tom Hoiton.’” Sosaddenly and unexpectedly 
was the deed committed that no one had an 
opportunity to avert it or interfere. Turner 
and Holton had a law suit to be tried at ten 
o'clock, but Judge Quarles, Turner’s lawyer, 
was not present, having been called to the 
criminal court. He had been in the oftice, 
however, & few minutes previous. Justice 
Brown volunteered to go himself to the court- 
house and see Judge Quarles. This he did, 
and returned a half hour later with the in- 
formation that he would 

CONTINUE THE CASE, 

since Turner’s lawyers would be unable, on 
account of other legal engagements, to be pres- 
ent, Turner secured E. T. Holman, and came 
into the office with the announcement that he 
had secured another lawyer, and was ready for 
trial, but was told by Justice Brown that the 
case bad been continued and that he was not 
at liberty to dothis, for the reason that his 
lawyer was not thereat the hour when the 
case was called. 

‘Yes he was here,” replied Turner, betray- 
- ing anger and excitement, 

‘‘He was not here at 10 o’clock,”’ said Holt- 
on, very, positively, and this elicited from 
Turner the retort: 

‘You are a d—d liar.”’ 

Holton flushed a little, but with renfarkable 
coolness, said: 

**You must take that back.”’ 

Turner whipped from his bosom a Smith & 
Wessou double acting revolver, like lightning 
PULLING THE TRIGGER 
as the muzzle covered Holton, who sank limp, 
and apparently lifeless, to the floor. Justice 
‘Brown leaped from behind his desk and 
grabbed Turner. As speedily as possible the 
wounded man was placed on a stretcher, and 
removed to his home onSouth Cherry street. He 
was able to talk, but revealed great weakness, 
and died at three this afternoon. Turner was 
seen at the police station, and asked whether 
he desired to say anything for publication. 

‘Nothing at present,’’ he said, ‘‘except that 
I shot him in self-defense.’’ 

The grand jury not being in session, Turner 
was committed to jail about 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon by Justice Aris Brown, without the 
privilege of giving bond. Turner has long 
been a prominent ward politician. 
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KILLED HIS FATHER, 


Robert Day Comes Home Drunk From a 
Circus, 

CINCINNATI, May 16.—Robert Day, twenty- 
soven years old, son of a wealthy farmer, liv- 
ing two milesfrom Loveland, Ohio, reached 
home about midnight last night from a circus, 
intoxicated. The family was awaiting him. 
Drawing two revolvers he declared his inten- 
tion of ‘cleaning out the ranch.” The family 
hastily left the room. Robert Day, Sr., sixty- 
five years old, was the last to leave and his 
son, with deliberate aim, fired at him and sent 
a ball through his body. Young Day then 
went in search of other members of the family, 
but finding none, he went to an adjoining 
farm, where Mrs. Hubbell, his divorced wife, 
lived. He forced an entrance. The noise 
awakened Mrs. Hubbell, who came out to see 
the cause. Day meeting her, fired, striking 
herin the stomach. 

A servant girl appeared and he fired at her, 
slightly wounding her in the face. He then 

SET FIRE TO THE BARN 

and keptthe neighbors away with his drawn 
revolvers until the marshal overpowered him. 
During the fight Day fired ten shots at the 
party, one of which touched the face of the 
marshal. Day, senior, and Mrs. Hubbell were 
fatally wounded. Three years ago the mur- 
derer married Mrs. Hubbell, while employed 
by her on her farm. Two years later he began 
drinking and she was compelled to get a 
divorce. He has been heard to threaten to get 
even, but no reason is known for killing his 
father.

FIGHTING THE DISTILLERS, 


The Farmers of Tuskaloosa County Aroused 
Against Them. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 16.—[Special.1— 
The northern part of Tuskaloosa county, 
about forty miles from this city, has for some 
time been over-run with illicit distillers. It is 
a wild, rough country, along the Warrior river, 
and with their still concealed in the caves, the 
moonshiners have defied the law, and it has 
been a long time since a revenue officer ven- 
tured in that locaMty.

CANADIANS CAMPED OUT IN THE 
. OPEN FIELDS, 


ONE OF QUEBEC'S SUBURBS BURNED 


Five Hundred Houses Destroyed—The Fire 
Ceases Only fur Lack of Material to 
Work Upon-—The Loss vf Life. 


Quebec, May 16.—A disastrous fire broke 
out early this morning in Saint Sanveur, in the 
house of Mrs. McCann, on Valier street, and 
spread with great rapidity through the wooden 
district which surrounds it. The streets 
burned are portions of Valier, Chenel, St. 
Peter and Ste Marie. Insurance companies 
interested are the North British and Mercan- 
tile, London and Lancashire, Guardian, Agri- 
cultural, of Watertown, and Northern. The 
total losses so fav made out in prospective may 
be $150,000. 

At 3 o’clock it was impossible to guess the 
limit of the fire, and the people were in dis- 
may at the rapidity with which the fire jumped 
from one wooden building to another. Local 
arrangements for quenching the fires were de- 
fective, and the Quebec fire brigade was sent 
for and were quickly on the spot, but their 
efforts were crippled for want of water. 

OVER A HUNDRED HOUSES DESTROYED. 

B battery was called out, and rendered val- 
uable assistance in fighting the flames. Over 
one hundred wooden houses have been 
destroyed. A good deal of distress will be 
caused by the destruction of a large number 
of wooden shanties, on which there is no in- 
surance. 

At T o’clock the fire was under control, hav- 
ing almost burned itself out. While the mili- 
tary were preparing to blow up some of the 
houses to check the fire, a premature explosion 
took place in one of the houses, killing Major 
Short and Sergeant Wallick, of B battery. 
Both were buriedin the ruins. Up to this 
hour (9 o’clock) the body of Major Snort had 
not been recovered. The body of Sergeant 
Wallick was found near the door of the house, 
dreadfully mangled. ; 

CHECKING THE FLAMES. 

10:30 a. m.—The fire in St. Sanveur has 
been checked on the city side, but is still burn- 
ing furiously toward the northwest, and will 
probably stop only when nothing is left to 
feed it. Insurance is comparatively small. 
The larger number of houses destroyed were 
small wooden structures. There is a strong 
easterly wind blowing, and rain has been fall- 
ing steadily for the last three hours. 

CAMPED OUT IN THE FIELDS. 

The fire is still burning and no hopes are en- 
tertained of stopping it until the open country 
is reached. Already about 500 buildings, 
mostly wooden tenements, have been burned 
and over 1,000 people rendered homeless. The 
greater portion of them are camped out in the 
tields with what few effects they were able to 
save, while few haye found shelter with friends 
in this city. 

MAJOR SHORT’S BODY FOUND, 

Major Short’s body was recovered about 
noon, One legand arm had been torn from 
the body by the explosion, and were found at 
some distance from the trunk. 

St. Sauveur is a separate municipality from 
Higa but is separated from this city by only 
the width of a street. It has a population of 
about 15,000. Only last night St. Sauveur 
officials refused an offer of this city to supply 


them with water. 
BURNED ITSELF OUT, 

4:30 p. m.—The fire has burned itself out, 
after reaching the limits of St. Sauveur, the 
toll-gate keeper’s house, in Valier street, be- 
ing about the last to go. The district north 
and west of Massue and St. Ambrosie streets, 
has been swept clean, with the exception of a 

ortion of Valier street; about seven hundred 
1ouses were burned. As manyof them were 
tenements, the number of families homeless is 
not less than 1,200, comprising 5,000 or 6,000 
persons. 

THE TOTAL Loss 
by today’s fire is estimated at $600,000. The 
insurance is as_ follows: yO $2,500:

If the wind had been from any other quarter 
allof the street might have burned. As it 
was, {St. Sauvur street was badly swept up tu 
its furtherest end. It was generallp supposed 
that Sergeant Wallack died immediately after 
being taken from the ruin, but it has since 
been learned that he is still alive in the ma- 
rine hospital. He is very serfously injured 
and is not likely to recover. It is expected 
that the remains of Major Short will be taken 
to Kingston tomorrow for burial]. There will 
be a military funeral to the train. 
PROVIDING FOR THE HOMELESS. 

Hon. Mr. Mercier and other prominent men 
are interesting themselves in behalfof the 
homeless people.

A THEATER BURNED. 

Loses the Costumes of 
**Faust.”’ 

Worcester, Mass., May 16.—Worcester 
theater was discovered to be on fire shortly 
after 3 o’clock this morning, and was totally 
destroyed. jThe fire apparently started in the 
rear of the building near the stage. Explosions 
followed each other in rapid succession, and in 
a short time the roof fellin. Bay State hotel 
stands in close proximity and its rear wall was 
blistered and was only saved by heroic work 
by the tiremen. ‘‘Faust’’ was played last night 
by Lewis Morrison and company, Mr. Morri- 
son places the company’s loss at $11,000, in- 
cluding costumes. The scenery originally cost 
$5,500 and additions $2,500. Mr. Morrison’s 
entire legitimate wardrobe was in the theater. 
Manager Abraham said: ‘The fire cannot in 
any way be connected with the ‘play, as that 
was finished four hours before the fire.’’ 

He says he saw anjemploye of the theater 
smoking acigarettin one of the boxes and 
warned him about it. The building was 
erected in 1860 for storage of fruit, but the 
scheme failed, and in 1868 the structure 
was bought by the Worcester Music Hall 
association, and fitted up as a theater at an ex- 
pense of 37,000.

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TRAGEDIES IN BURKE. 
ONE MAN ono -rED 
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The Particulars of the Agsassination of Cal- 
vin Alexander—James G. Cain's Implica- 
tion—Another Man Shot. 

Wayxrssoro, May 16.—{Special.]—Some 
days agoa negro upon the plantation of Dr. 
Ii. Steiner got up a difficulty with another 
“brother in black ;’’ angry words were fotlowed 
by blows, and the termination resulted in one 
of the negroes chopping another in the face, 
head aud back with his hatchet. The wounded 
negro still lives and the defendant is in jail. 

THE ALEXANDER ASSASSINATION. 

On last Thursday, as previously reported, 
Calvin Alexander, colored, was assassi- 
nated about supper time by being shot to 
death in the head and breast while standing in 
his own house at the window. The inquest and 
coronor’s jury implicate one James G. Cain, a 
young white man who lived near 
drone, Ga., and to the deceased. The 
evidence discloses brietly that Calvin 
Alexander, colored, had a small colored girl 
in his charge working for him. Cain sent his 
wagon to move the girl, but failed to get her. 
Ile went for her in person, out Calvin still re- 
fused to yield, and hot words and threats were 
made on the Sunday previous to the shooting 
on Thursday night. The peculiar track going 
and coming from Cain’s house to that of the 
deceased, the putting of Cain’s brother to the 
plow in his stead that fatal evening, the gun 
wad No. 12 ofa breech-loading gun, and the 
shot picked out of deceased’s body (no one in 
the settlement having a_ breecch-loader but 
Cain) correspond with the No. 5 shotin a shell 
unexploded found in Cain's gun, with one load 
discharged, etc., all show.Cain the murderer 
undeniably; and, worst of all, hea white man, 
if he be the man, shot and killed a peaceful 
ro because he-would not consent and 
iillow him, Cain, to take and carry away 
from his home a fifteeu-year-old negro girl 
that Cain seemed bent on having at his house 
by all means. Cain is now in jail, bound over 
for murder. 

JOHN RANDOLPH SHOT DOWN. 

Again, Mr. H. D. Stewart shot a negro, 
Jolin Randolph, inthe stomach witha shot- 
gun on last Tuesday. Stewart is an overscer 
for Mr. W. McCathern, of this city, on a plan- 
tation six miles from town. Stewart reproved 
a negro gir) for imperfect hoeing. Sherefused 
to obey him, and when he attempted to drive 
her from the field two negro men_ took 
her part in ihe combat and defied Stewart to 
touch her and with upraised hoes made Stew- 
art retreat. He got his gunifrom the dwelling 
house and came back where the two negroes 
came on him again with their hoes. Heshect 
one of the negroes with bird shot and left him 
iving in the field. The negro ts still alive. 
Stewart left the place and has not been arrest- 
ed yet, no warrant having been sworn out. 

DR. PATTERSON'S MISFORTUNE. 

Dr. George Patterson, a dentist and old resi- 
dent of this place, who snffered such an 
awfal accident when the Savannah train ar 
rived here at 11:40 o’clock, is doing finely. He 
takes his misfortune like a_ hero. 
so state the matter briefly, when the train 
slowed up for Waynesboro, the doctor came 
out of the ladies’ coach and was ready to step 
off when the train was running quite slow, 
and just a syuare above the depot he stepped 
off the car and at the same time the train _ be- 
ing a combined freight and passenger and very 
long, gave a jerk to pull up further, just as 
Dr. Patterson stepped from the platform, 
holding with his left hand to the railing. He 
was jerked around and fell fulllength by the 
track on the hard ground imsensible, his right 
hand and forearm up to the elbow fell on the 
rail, and the wheel passed over the hand and 
on up the arm to the elbow. Aftera few mo- 
ments he recovered, got up and walked home 
to his boarding house, one-fourth of a mile, 
almost, away. Sunday, at 12 o’clock, Drs. 
Whitehead and McMaster performed the 
operation of ampnutating the arm just above 
the elbow, after Dr. Paiterson had lhimseif ex- 
mined his limb sufficiently to satisfy himself 
that it could never have been saved, it being 
one selid mass of clotted gore, bones, mangled 
flesh, etc. The exhibition of manful nerve 
shown by Dr. Patterson was wonderful. 

When he arrived at his room the night of 
he accident he put his mangled hand and arm

immediate death, Frequent reports of hor- 
rible scenes enacted on the seaffold, caused 
by bungling executions, have produced the 
impression that hanging is not always as 
eflicacious as a manner of prompt execution 
asit might be. Capital punishment does 
not call for torture, and there are certainly 
frequent displays of the most revolting sort 
of torture on the gallows, 

But the poor fellow who is to be 
subject of the first legal exccution 
tricity will probably undergo as much tor- 
ture while being receive the 
death current as if lie suffered theagony ofa 
cruelly performed execution on the seaffold. 
The wires are tobe carefully adjusted to his 
head and feet, nis hands are to be pinioned, 
and while seated in a chiir the fatal sheck 
is to be driven through him. Ifthe exper- 
iment is successful he will feel no pain nor 
suffer the slightest physical discomfort, for 
in the fraction of a second the dreadful cur- 
rent will do its work.

There seems to be an epidemic of bur- 
glarism prevailing throughout the country, 
and particularly-in the north, - Incident 
thereto several tragedies have been reported 
of late, the most shocking of which is the 
recent killing of City Editor James Bebee 
Smith, of the Springfield, Mass., Republi- 
pcan, Who was shot and instantly killed by 
his brother-in-law who mistook him fora 
burglar. 

The circumstances surrounding the death 
of Mr. Smith are particularly tragic, and 
the burglar nuisance is the direct cause of 
the misfortune. At an early hour in the 
morning young Mr. Sturtevant, Mrs. 
Smith’s brother, was awakened by a noise 
in the house. le arose and, seeing traces 
of intruders, armed himself with a shot-cun 
and proceeded on his investigation. The 
servants of the house saw the burglar and 
screamed, and Mr. Smith, being awakened 
by the unusual commotion, hastened to sée 
What was the matter. Accompanied by his 
wife he entered the hallway: there was a 
lash, a report, and poor Smith fell dead in 
his killed by his 
brother-in-law who mistook him for the 
burglar whom he knew to be in the house. 

Only a few days ago an occurrence very 
similar to this was reported, and of late the 
papers have been unusually full of the mid 
night exploits of thieves. 

After all the North Carolina method of 
dealing with thieves has its advantages. 
The laws of that state make burglary a 
hanging crime, if a jury is inclined to inflict 
uch severe punishment, and only a few 
days ago a thief convicted of robbery, under 
circumstances which made the offense par 
ticularly heinous, paki the penalty for the 
crime on the gallows. 

Nothing is so dangerous to a community 
as the knowledge to thieves and plunderers 
that their apprehension and conviction 
amount to nothing more than a light pun- 
ishment. -Some criminals are eo hardened

TOLLESON WANTS TO GET OUT. 


He Applies for a Writ of Habeas Corpus— 
The Papers. 

J.R. Tolleson, of Mercantile bank fame, is 
again on deck, or rather he would like to be. 

In fact, he has sect his sails for liberty, and 
on the 25th of May, at 9 o’clock. he will ap- 
pear in the superior courtroom befere Judge 
Clarke, being the first time he has been out of 
jail since he was sent there, on January 28 
last. 

Tolleson, through his attorneys, Messrs. R. 
J. Jordan and Ben Hill, has filed a writ of 
habeas corpus, which will come up for hearing 
before Judge Clarke on the 25th of this month. 

Tolleson’s petition brings to light some facts 
which have not heretofore been generally 
Known, and which are made the grounds for 
the writ of habeas corpus.

It seems that warrants have been sworn out 
against him for larceny after trust, which, he 
claims, would make his present imprisonment 
illegal. However, the petition speaks for 
itself, and is as follows: 

‘The petition of J. R. Tolleson respeetfully shows 
that he is restrained of his liberty by Crandall L. 
Poole, jailer of Fulton county, by imprisonment in 
the jail of Fulton county, in the city of Atlanta, Ga.

He has committed 
no contempt of court; he has purged himself of the 
alleged contempt by his aftidavit heretofore filed in 
the case, a copy of which is hereto attached.

THE RBROARD TELL PHE GOVERNOR 
ALL AHOUT ZHUB UNIVERSITY. 


The Fiaborate 
aod hecomm

“Half clad and half siarved.”’ 

That is the condition of the state university 
as described by the board of visitors who hand- 
ed their report to the governor yesterday. 

The report is yery voluminous, and in parts 
qiite spicy. It covers pages of big 
legal cap, is close written ip a smal! Land, and 


six (cen 


concindes in these words: 

“Allof our investigations bave ultimately 
jed us to this conclusion: The university 
necds money, and we submititto your excel- 
lency that our great state will defeat its own 
interests so long as it shall continue to keep 
the Alma Mater of-many of its nobiest citizens 
in her present haif clad, hall atarved conii- 
tion.”’ 

The report says in the outset that the beard 
metin Athens May 0th and organized by elec-

J. Orr secretary, After directing the atten- 
tion of the governor tothe act of ’s7 which 
gives the board large powers as regards in- 
spection of the condittén, management and 
general status, it is stated that the board have 
made a most thorough and impartial investi- 
gation of all affairs pertaining thereto.

WRITTEN FXAMINATIONS, 

The examination papers of the senior class 
are reported to be good, considered simply as 
examination papers, but the board say the 
examinations are not indicative of the real 
knowledge of the student, chiefly because of 
the manuer in which they are prepared. The 
faculty announce tothe students several days 
before hand the date upon which an examina- 
tion will be held. ~ eral observation is 
that a student who has dene little work during 
the session can by * pass into the 
next higher clase Such methods of study, 

ay the beard, while of no practical use to the 
student are really injurious to his mental 
powers. 

They recommend that these examinations 
be given atany time convenient to the pro- 
fessor, and that the students have no knowl- 
edge of the day upon ch they are to be 
given nuntii the morning of that day, wl en, at

The board took a turn in the recitation 
rooms, ond heard tires end recita 
tions by the lower ; ectures seemed 
tobe too prevalent in, some of the depart 
ments, and ‘‘quizzing’’ the students too infre- 
quent. Some of the clasves, by request of the 
board, were asked general questions upon the 
subject under cousideration by the professor 
in charge, and showed imperfect knowledgo 
of the fundamental princinles of the subject. 
The board attribute this defi lency to lass- 
room training, and suegest that the board of 
trustees take the matter under careful consid- 


eration. 
PITCHING INTO THE FACULTY. 

The report criticises some unnamed members 
of the faculty, as follews: 

Sagrtaghy . 

“We find that there are members of the 
faculty who are unable to infuse into their 
students anv love for their departments, 4s was 
evidenced by the lack of interest and general 
inattention of students in the class room, and 
who are, toa creat extent, unable to conimand 
that order and respect which should cliarac- 
terize the conduct of a student during recita- 
tions. 

“We would recommend thatihese matters be 
carefuily considered by the trustees and that 
if there are professors, Who, from inetheiency, 
inability to command respect, or from any 
other cause, do not subserve the best#interests 
of the state, their resignations be request sd, 
Kuow iy from conversations with thei that 
trustees are fully informed as to whom we 
refer, we ieave the maticr to them for gfurther 
action.’’ 

PILING IT ON THE CHANCELLOR. 

Of the arduons duties of the chancellor, the 
report says: ‘‘As chancellor of the university, 
he is expected to be thoroughly conversant 
with all matters pertaining thereto; to carry 
on, Without the aid of a , all corre- 
spondence; to attend the commencements of 
the medical, technological and branch colleges ; 
to deliver a sermon or religious lecture oncea 
week to the students, and to. teach logic, 
mental or moral philosophy, political economy 
and parliamentary practice. 

“Your board would respectfully suggest that 
no living man can, with satisfaction to him- 
self, perform all these duties, and, if they are 
imposed upon any one wan, some must of ne- 
cessity be neglected. Of course the business 
affairs of the university must not suffer, and 
nothing is more important in the education of 
our youth than a thorough and comprehensive 
knowledge of the branches heretofore taught 
by the chancellor. 

“We notice, too, that though opportunities 
are offered for instruction in the classics, sei- 
ences and mechanic arts, there is no chair of 
history, either politicai or Biblical. Indeed, 
this most important department, in the word 
of one of the university’s staunchest friends, is 
@ vagrant outcast wandering here and _ there, 
tanght by various members of the faculty, all 
of whose hands are already full of work. 

“Your board ®thctefore, earnestly suggests 
that at least one new member be added to the 
facuity, whose duty shall be to giye instruction 
in constitutional and Biblical history and who 
shall relieve the chancellor of a portion of his 
multifarious duties. This we regard as abso- 
lutely necessary. We are fully aware thatthe 
board of trustees bave given the university 
just as nrany professors as their tunds could 
command, and we would urge the legislature 
to make an increased appropriation for this 
especial department.” 

WANTED—A TRAINED ELOCUTIONIST, 

The board does not take tothe idea that the 
professor of English and belles lettres should 
also teach elocution, but think that elocution 


-phould be a separate and distinct department, 


and, because of its great inmportagce, should 
have a trained and experienced elocutionist at 
its head. It was a source of regret tothe 
board that they found no training in elocution 
atthe university save that given gratuitously 
by one of the professors to the law class 

THE MILITARY DEPARTMENT. 

The report testifies to the efficiency of the 
commandant andto the proficiency of tlie 
cadets in the field movements and manual of 
arms. The commandant, however, has no 
authority whatever over the cadets except 
that which he can personally exert, as there 
is no penalty whatever that he can place upon 
them for absenting themselves from drill. 

It is recommended that an absence from drill 
be counted an absence from recitation, and 
that a student's class stand be made, to some 
extent, dependent upon the attention which he 
has given to this department, thereby enabling 
the commandant to enforce attendance upon 
the driJl. Another difficulty in enforcing at- 
tendance is the great ease with which students 
of excellent physical constitutions can procure 
certificates of inability to drill because of cer- 
tain physical disorders from certain physicians. 
At the beginning of the term there were 150 
men “able to bear arms,”’ but the number has 
been decreased to 70 by bona fide certificates. 

It is recommended that each student be re- 
quired to deposit a small amount with the 
treasurer of the university upon the date of his 
entrance, and that the aggregate of these de- 
posits be used to secure the services of a Com- 
petent physician, whose duty it shall be to 
attend all students in case of illness without 
further charge to the student, and from whom 
each cadet must secure a certificate of ill 
health before he is excused from any of his 
college duties. 

The report says the military is furnished 
with old fashioned Springtield rifles, some of 
them being so ancient as to have flint Jocks, 
rendering it impossible to go through any drill 
except the manual. Ifall the students were 
required to drill there would be four compe- 

es. Let these compantes, by special act, 

titate a battalion, subject to the ordcrs of

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¢ hands of the faculty or 
commandant, an then the state will have 
the power to furni litable arms for their 
equipment. The board say that this plan is 
feasable and suggest that it be carried ont. 
WANTED—MORE MONEY 

The de partment of geo! ry and bioloecy are 
reported to be poorly f gulp d, and an aDpro- 
priation is earnestly recominended for the use 
of these departments. The report has some- 
thing to Say about the practical uselessness of 
either study without experiments and iilustra- 
Lions. 

THE GOOD BOYS, 

The conduct and general deportment of the 
Students is praised. ‘The report says: ‘‘The 
authorities of the institution have been re- 
markably successful during the past year in 
exerting an influence for good over the young 
men. We lave never seen a body of {students 
for whose moral character and good behavior 
we have a higher respect, than of that of those 
now at Georgia's university.’ 

HAKD ON THE GRADUATES. 

The attention of the governor and legisla- 
ture is directed to the fact that, as the law 
now stands, a graduate of the university, no 
matter what his record may have been during 
his course, is required to stand written exaimi- 
nations given by the state school commissianer 
to become a teacher inthe public schools of 
the state, while students of afew months, or 
even weeks, attendance upon two of the 
branch colleges areallowed to teach in the 
public schools and draw their pro rata of 
the public fund without any examination 
whatever. Itis recommended that the law 
relating to this matter beso modified as tO at 
least place those holding diplomas from the 
university upon thesame platform upon which 
the licentiates from the branch culleges now 
stand. 

THE BUILDINGS 

were found to be in tolerable condition, with a 
few notable exceptions. The residence of 
Professor Wilcox needs repair. The huilding 
know as New College was changed from a 
dormitory into lecture rooms a year or two ago. 
To make it suitable for the purpose a conrider- 
able sum of money was necessary. Such a 
sum was not in hand, and the alterations were 
not completed. 
languages,of belles lettres,of modern languages, 
and of biology have lecture rooms in the buiid- 
ing, but have not sutiicient accommodations 
for themsclves or their studenis. No one is 
censurable for the condition of this building. 
Itis due to a lack of funds. 

The report says that the recent selection of 
Griffin as the experimental station will cause 
that magnificent property of the university 
known as the ‘‘Rock coilege’’ to be entirely 
abandoned. It is probably worth $25,000. It 
is one of the best, if not the very best, building 
owned by the university, and has of late been 
thoroughly repaired. 

It is sugwested that the building be sold if it 
can be done without a sacritice, or leased to 
some capable person or persons to be used as a 
high grade school for boys. 

- THE GROUNDS 
were found to be very well kept. Some 
fencing is needed, and it is ré¢omThended that 
a portion of the campus be thoronghly graded 
and given tothe students for athletic sports, 
This idea has been discussed by the trustees, 
but, owing to alack of means, it has never 
been carried beyond discussion. Physical de- 
velopment should accompany mental develop- 
ment, and not only should the ground in 
question be fitted for outdoor exercises, but 
the lower floor of ‘‘Philosophical Hall,’’ now 
used for no purpose, should be turned into a 
rymnasium. ‘Yhis will require more money, 
oe produce rich results. 

SOME MORE MONEY NEEDED. 

The rooms, furniture, ete., of the literary 
department of Frankiin college are reported 
to be far inferior to the scientific department 
of state coliege. inthe latter elegant offices 
and comfortable lecture rooms have been pro- 
vided for the professors out of the funds whieh 
the fedcral government appropriated through 
the Hatch bill to Georgia. These depart-

4 DISGRACE TO THE STATE. 

“We belheve the university to be on as firm 
a basisas could be expeeted, considering its 
unfavorable su The professors are 
eenerally men whose abilities and services are 
worth far more than they receive forthem. In- 
deed we are informed that in order to main- 
tain himself as becomes one in his position, at 
least one professor supplements his salary by 
his own private Mmcome, Liowever, some of 
these men are compelled to teach in qntarters 
that are a disgrace to the college and the 
state. ‘Lhey have not in many instances, the 
proper apparatus for teaching. This is es- 
pecially true of the professors of geology and 
biology. Their chairs have been recently 
established and will doubtless be supplied 
with whatever is needed as soon as the trustees 
are able.’ 

A POrULAR ERROR EXPLODED. 

The report says that it is a mistaken opinion 

that itis supported by anuual appropriations 
fromthe state treasury. The tact is, very 
little money has beeu given it by the state in 
recent years. The university is not the debtor, 
but the creditor; not the beneficiary, but the 
benefactor. It has assets amounting to 
$460,000. The state has borrowed this money, 
the university receiving the interest thereon. 
This income is insufticient for the college as it 
stands—imuch more insufficient will it prove if 
the college is put on a proper basis. 
The university does not antagonize the 
other schools or colleges of the state, and does 
not desire to be antagonized by them. While 
their common obiect is the education of the 
young men, their spheres are, or ought to be, 
vastly different. The university desires to 
allign itself with all other educational institu- 
tions forming with them a perfect system and 
working with them in perfect harmony, 

The board believes that there should be 
three grades of schools supported,as far as may 
be necessary, by annual appropriations from 
the state treasury, viz.: The common schools, 
the branch colleges, aud the state university. 
These al! need more money than they now re- 
ceive—especially the latter. 

The report goes on to say that the university 
was established to afford the highest education, 
not to any cspecial sect or caste or class,but to 
allalike, and the coilege utterly fails of its 
purpose if beside doing this, it does not tower 
above all those institutions which now. not 
withont reasonable hopes of success. aspire to 
be its rivals. The curriculum sheuld include 
such a multiphcity of thoroughly equipped 
departments that any citizen of the state 
who desires to perfect himself in any branch 
of human knowledge will seek the walls of our 
university rather than those of the universities 
of our sister states. ‘This was the idea that in- 
spired the founders of the university, and this 
is the idea upon which other states are acting. 
New York has two universities whose annual 
income is about $300,000. Wiisconsin’s univer- 
sity hasan income of more than $100,000, and 
Virginia, though burdened with debt 
and rent by factions, pays the 
professors Ole her university $57,000 
per apnum, and at the same time maintains 
what we believe to be the noblest system of 
common schools on the continent. 

Mark tire contrast. The professors of our 
university last year received in salaries $28,750, 
not a cent of whrich came from the treasury of 
the state, except what the university, as the 
state’a creditor, had a right to demand. 

Ofthe above mentioned sum $7,150 came 
from the federal government.

Two 
years ago it doubled the stock and paid 8 per 
cent on the whole stock, and Jast year it 
paid 2214 percent. It was then decided to increase 
the capital stock to $150,000 and build a cotton mill 
in connection with the oi! mill, as sentengnetes in 
the original charter. The $130,000 raised, the mill 
built and a dividend of 9 per cent mace inside of one 
year. The directors decided to increase the capita! 
stock to $200,000, which leaves $50,000 still to be 
taken. At the stockholders’ meeting the same 
directors were re-elected. and a resolution com- 
mending them for their successful managertent of 
the mills passeG unanimously. The directors re- 
elected the same officers: J. M. Barnard, president; 
A. N. Davenport, secretaryand treasurer, and C. C. 
Mabry, assistant secretary.

PITCHING INTO THE FACULTY. 

The report criticises some unnamed members 
of the faculty. as follows: 

“We find that there are members of the 
faculty who are unable to infuse into their 
atudents anv love for their departments, as wa 
Ovid need by the lack of interest and ure neral 
inattention of students in the class room, and 
who are, toa great extent, unable to command 
that order and respect which should e} 
terize the conduct of a student during rec 
tions. 

“We would recommend that these matters be 
carefuliy ecousidered by the trustees and that 
if there are professors, who, from inefficienc: 
inability to command respect, or from any 
other cause, do not subserve the be teint rests 
of the state, thelr re ALIONS be requ stad 
Knowing from conversations With them that 
trustees are fuliy informed as to whom we 
refer, we ieave the maticr to them for further 
action.’’ 

PILING IT ON THE CHANCE! 

Of the arduonps duties of the c! ! 
report says: ‘“‘As chancellor o ie universily, 
he is expected to be roughly conversant 
with all matters pertaining thereto; to carry 
on, Without the aid of a secretary, all corre- 
spondence: to attend the commencements oi 
the medical, teclinolovical and branch college 
to deliver a sermon or religious lecture once a 
week to the students, and to teach logic, 
mental or moral philosophy, political economy 
and parliamentary practice. 

“Your board would respectfully suggest that 
no living man can, with satisfaction to him- 
self, perform all these duties, and, if they are 
imposed upon any one man, some must of ne- 
ecessity be neglected. Of course the business 
affairs of the university must not suffer, and 
nothing is more important in the education of 
our youth than a thorough and comprehensive 
knowledge of the branches heretofore taught 
by the chancellor. 

“We notice, too, that though opportunities 
are offered for instruction in the classics, sei- 
ences and mechanic arts, there is no chair of 
history, cither politicai or Biblical. Indeed. 
this most important denartment, in the word 
of one of the university’s staunchest friends, 1s 
@ Vagrant outcast wandering here and there, 
taught by various members of the faculty, all 
of whose hands are already full of work. 

“Your board, *thctefore, earnestly suggests 
that at least one new member be added to the 
facuity, whose duty shall be to giye instruction 
in constitutional and Biblical history and who 
shall relieve the chancellor of a portion of his 
multifarious duties. This we regard as abso- 
lutely necessary. We are fully aware that the 
board of trustees bave viven the university 
just as many professors as their tunds could 
command, and we would urge the legislature 
to make an increased appropriation for this 
special department.”’ 

WANTED—A TRAINED ELOCUTIONIST. 

The board does not take tothe idea that the 
professor of English and belles lettres should 
also teach elocution, but think that elocution 
should be a separate and distinct department, 
and, because of its great inmportagge, should 
have a trained and experienced elocutionist at 
its head: It was a source of regret tothe 
board that they found no training in elocution 
at the university save that given gratuitously 
by one of the professors to the law class 

THR MILITARY DEPARTMENT, 

The report testities to the efficiency of the 
commandant andto the proficienty of the 
cadets in the field movements and manual of 
arms. The commandant, however, has no 
authority whatever over the cadets except 
that which he can personally exert, as there 
is no penalty whatever that he can place upon 
them for absenting themselves from drill. 

It is recommended that an absence from drill 
be counted an absence from recitation, and 
that a student's class stand be made, to some 
extent, dependent upon the attention which he 
has given to this department, thereby enabling 
the commandant to enforce attendance upon 
the drill. Another difficulty in enforcing at- 
tendance is the great ease with which students 
of excellent physical constitutions can procure 
certificates of inability to drill because of cer- 
tain physical disorders from certain physicians. 
At the beginning of the term there were 1/0 
men ‘‘able to bear arms,”’ but the number has 

n decreased to 70 by bona tide certificates. 

‘It is recommended that each student be re- 
quired to deposit a small amount with the 
treasurer of the university upon the date of his 
entranve, and that the aggregate of these de- 
posits be used to secure the services of a Col- 
petent physician, whose duty it shall be to 
attend all students in case of illness without 
further charge to the student, and from whom 
each cadet must secure a certificate of i] 
health before he is excused from any of his 
college duties. 

The report says the military is furnished 
with old fashioned Springtield rifles, some of 
them being so ancient as to have flint Jocks, 
rendering it Impossible to go through any drill 
except the manual. Ifall the students were 
required to drill there would be four compe- 

ies. Let these compantes, by special act, 
stitute a battalion, subject to the orders of 
the governor, the power of appoiniing the offi- | 
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sands of the faculty or

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THE GOOD BOYS, 

The conduct and general deportment of the 
sindents is praised. The report says: ‘“‘The 
authorities of the institution have been re- 
markably successful during the past year in 
exerting an infiuence for good over the young 
men. We have never seen a body of Istudents 
for whose moral character and good behavior 
we have a higher respect, than uf that of those 
now at (Georgia's university.’ 

HAKD ON THE GRADUATES. 

The attention of the governor and legisla- 
ture is directed to the fact that, as the law 
now stands, a graduate of the university, no 
matter what lisrecord may have been during 
his course, is required to stand written exami- 
nations given by the state school commissianer 
to become a teacher inthe public schools of 
the state, while students of afew months, or 
even weeks, attendance upon two of the 
branch colleges are allowed to teach in the 
public schools and draw their pro rata of 
the public fund without any examination 
whatever. Itis recommended that the law 


‘relating to this matter beso modified as to at 


least place those holding diplomas from the 
university upon thesame platform upon which 
the licentiates from the branch colleges now 
stand. 
THE BUILDINGS 

were found to be in tolerable condition, with a 
few notable exceptions. The residence of 
Professor Wilcox needs repair. The huilding 
know as New College was changed from a 
dormitory into lecture rooms a year ortwo ago. 
To make it suitable for the purpose a consider- 
able sum of money was necessary. Such a 
sum was not in hand, and the alterations were 
not completed. The professers of ancient 
languages,of belles lettres,of modern languages, 
and of biology have lecture rooms in the buiid- 
ing, but have .not suilicient accommodations 
for themsclves or their students. No one is 
censurable for the condition of this building. 
Itis due to a lack of funds, 

The report says that the recent selection of 
Giiflin as the experimental station will cause 
that magnificent property of the university 
known as the *‘Rock coilege’’ to be entirely 
abandoned, It is probably worth $25,600, = It 
is one of the best, if not the very best, building 
owned by the university, and has of late been 
thoroughly repaired, 

It is sugvested that the building be sold if it 
can be done without a sacrifice, or leased to 
some capable person or persons to be used as a 
high grade school for boys. 

THE GROUNDS 
were found to be very well kept. Some 
fencing is needed, and it is rédomfiended that 
a nortion of the campus bo thoronghly graded 
and given tothe students for athletic sports. 
This idea has been discussed by the trustees, 
but,. owing to alack of means, it has never 
been carrie@ beyond discussion. Physical de- 
velopment should accompany mental develop- 
ment, and not onl should the ground in 
quesiion be fitted for outdoor exercises, but 
the lower floor of ‘‘Philosophical Hall,’’ now 
used for no purpose, should be turned into a 
gymnasium. “This will requ:re more money, 
but produce rich results. 
SOME MORE. MONEY NEEDED. 

The rooms, furniture, ete., of the literary 
department of Frankiin college are reported 
to be far inferior to the scientifie department 
of state coliege, tnthe laticr elegant offices 
and comfortable lecture rooms have been pro- 
vided for the professors out of the funds which 
the federal government appropriated through 
the Hlatch bill to Georgia. These depart-

In- 
deed we are informed that in order to matin-

r supplements his salary by

»men are compelled in quarters 
mat are a aisgrace to the college and ihe 
They have not in many instances, the 
proper apparatus for teaching. ‘This is es- 
pecially true of the professors of geology and 
biology. Their chairs have been recently 
established and will doubtless be supplied 
With whatever is needed as soon as the trustees 
are able,”’ | 

A POPULAR ERROR EXPLODED. 

The report says that it is a mistaken opinion 

that itis supported by anunal appropriations 
from the state treasury. The tact is, very 
little money has been given it by the state in 
recent years. The university is not the debtor, 
but the creditor; not the bencticiary, but the 
benefactor. It has assets amounting to 
$460,000, The state has borrowed this money, 
the university receiving the interest thereon. 
This income is insulticient for the college as it 
stands—much more insufficient will it prove if 
the colleze is put on a proper basis. 
The university does not antagonize the 
other schools or colleges of the state, and does 
not desire to be antagonized by them. While 
their common object is the education of the 
young men, their spheres are, or ought to be, 
vastly different. The university desires to 
allign itself with all other educational institu- 
tions forming with them a perfect system and 
working with them in perfect harmony, 

The board believes that there should be 
three grades of schools supported,as far as may 
be necessary, by annual appropriations from 
the state treasury, viz.: The common schools, 

‘branch colleges, and the state university. 
These atl need more money than they now re- 
ceive—especially the latter. 

The report goes on to say that the university 
was established to afford the highest education, 
not to any cspeécial sect or caste or class,but to 
all alike, and the coilege utterly fails of its 
purpose if beside doing this, it does not tower 
above all those institutions which now. not 
withont reasonable hopes of success. aspire to 
be its rivals. The curriculum should include 
such a multiphcity of thoroughly equipped 
departments that any citizen. of the state 
who desires to perfect himself in any branch 
of human Knowledge will seek the walls of our 
university rather than those of the universities 
of our sister states. ‘This was the idea that in- 
spired the founders of the university, and this 
is the idea upon which other states are acting. 
New York has two universities whose annual 
income is about $300,000, Wiisconsin’s univer- 
sity hasan income of more than $100,000, and 
Virginia, though burdened with debt 
and rent by factions, pays the 
professors Ole her university $57,000 
per annum, aud at the same time maintains 
what we believe to be the noblest system of 
commen schools on the continent. 

Mark the contrast. The professors of our 
university last year received in salaries $28,750, 
not a ceut of wirich came from the treasury ol 
the state, except what the university, as the 
state’a creditor, had a right to demand. 

Ofthe above mentioned sum $7,150 came 
from the federal government.

“It will take a million dollars to do the 
work,’’ said Superintendent Richards yes- 
vweraday. 

“You mean the new waterworks ?”’ 

“Yes. We will have to tap the Chattahoo- 
chee river, and it will take a good round sum 
for the work.”’ 

“What has been done so far?’’ 

“The preliminary surveys have been begun 
by Mr. Herring, who came lere for that pur- 
pose, but there has been nothing definite done 
in the matter.’’ 

“Do you think that there will be anything 
done this year?"’ 

**T think that the demand is imperative, and 
believe that before the year is over the work 
will be well under way. You sec, there is a 
constitional limit in reference to the ainount of 
bonds that can be issued.’ 

MAYOR GLENN'S OPINION, 

Mayor Glenn said: 

“] referred to this matter in my inaugural 
address, and it is a thing of big importance to 
the city. But the present liitle excitement 
doesn’t amounttoanything. It is just a re- 
opening of the some old question.”’ 

“Has anything been done yet ’’’ 

“Only the surveys made by Mr. Herring,but 
there can be very litile done until there is low 
water in the Chattahoochee river this sum- 
mer. Then there wiil be a complete survey 
made audother steps taken toward increasing 
the water supply.” 

MR. PARK WOODWARD’S SCHEME. 

“There ought to be a million-dollar appro- 
priation made for the purpose of establishing 
such a system of waterworks as would supply 
the city,” said Mr. Park Woodward. 

“What difficulty is there in the way of 
securing it?’’ 

“There is a constitutional provision that no 
city shall issue bonds to the amount of more 
than seven per centof the assessed value of 
its taxable property. At present the bonded 
indebtedness of the city is $2,216,500. These 
bonds are due at vurious times from 1890 to 
1918, one of the heaviest payments being 
$320,000, due in 1904. Every year there is 
$75,000 set apart for the payment of the inter- 
est and the retiring of these bonds. ‘The taxa- 
ble property amounts to $34,564,198, by the 
assessmont of 1888. Now, seven per cent of 
that gives us $2,410,286, or $202,756 wore bonds 
than we now have.”’ 

**How could that be increased toa million?” 

RAISING THE VALUES. 

‘By raising the values of real estate. The 
real estate in this city is, on an average, given 
in at twenty-five per cent less than its real 
value. The present rate of tax is one and 
one-half per cent. By = raising the 
values the rate might be lowered to 
one percent, so that the taxes would 
be no heavier, but the values would be 
increased to such an extent that we could 
issue $500,000 more bonds and still be within 
the limit. This edded to the $202,-
